What  Is  A Statute? 


At  the  beginning  of  each  school  year  all 
members  of  the  legislative  council  are  re- 
quired to  take  an  oath  of  office.  That  oath 
reads: 

“I  (name)  do  promise  to  accept  , the  duties 
arid  responsibilities  of  (office)  of  the  Associa- 
ted Students  of  Brigham  Young  University  and 
to  perform  them  to  the  best  of  my  ability; 
to  uphold  and  enforce  the  provisions  of  the 
constitution  of  the  Associated  Students  of 
Brigham  Young  University;  ...” 

It  is  extremely  difficult  to  uphold  a docu- 
ment whose  provisions  are  inadequate,  vague, 
and  not  definitive. 

For  instance,  it  is  (supposedly)  one  of  the 
most  important  functions  of  the  legislative 
council  that  that  group  enact  statutes.  How- 
ever, nowhere  in  the  constitution  is  it  definite- 
ly stated  just  what  a statute  is. 

The  constitution  says,  in  regard  to  statutes, 
that:  * 

“A.  Statutes  to  this  constitution  may  be  en- 
acted by  the  legislative  council  by  a two-thirds 
majority  vote,  and  terminated  (repealed?)  by 
the  same  majority. 

“B.  Statutes  will  be  valid  only  during  the 
year  in  which  they  were  passed;  however  at 
the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  Legislative 
Council,  the  statutes  of  the  preceding  year  will 
be  considered  and  either  adopted  or  rejected.” 

Constitutional  provisions  for  a fgw  of  the 
functions  of  a statute  are  made,  however  does 
this  mean  that  all  measures  passed  in  legis- 
lative council  are  statutes?  If  so,  every  motion 
to  create  a committee,  every  act  of  making 
a floor  Yule,  every  card  of  thanks,  etc.,  is  a 
statute,  and  as  such,  must  be  reviewed  for 
adoption  or  rejection  at  the  beginning  of  the 
next  school  year. 

Perhaps  the  problem  could  be  solved  by 
creating  a judicial  body  to  interpret  the  con- 
stitution. This  idea  has  been  considered  by 
creating  a judicial  body  to  interpret  the  con- 


stitution. This  idea  has  been  considered  in  the 
past,  and  rejected. 

Of  course  the  problem  of  finding  students 
who  could  be  objective  enough  to  interpret  a 
constitution  could  be  found  would  be  encoun- 
tered if  such  a judicial  body  were  created. 
Then  too,  the  institution  of  a judicial  body 
would  require  a constitutional  amendment. 

Constitutional  amendments  require  iniation 
either  by  10  per  cent  of  the  studentbody  or 
three-fourths  of  the  legislative  council.  Initia- 
tive has  been  unheard  of  in  recent  Brigham 
Young  University  history,  and  it  is  unusual 
that  a legislative  body  approve  a new  branch 
of  student  government  to  limit  the  legislative 
body's  own  -powers. 

The  next  most  appropriate  measure,  it  would 
seem,  would  be  to  create  a self-interpretive 
constitution.  Such  a document  would  need  as 
an  appendage  a miniature  lexicon,  defining 
each  general  term  contained  in  the  body  of 
the  constitution. 

If  such  a constitution  were  to  be  created, 
perhaps  the  most  expedient  means  would  be  to 
hold  a series  of  public  forums,  institute  a pub- 
licity campaign,  and  perhaps  devote  several 
assemblies  to  the  project. 

The  present  constitution  provides  that  al!‘ 
amendments  to  the  constitution  be  enacted  by 
a three-fourths  majority  of  votes,  provided  that 
50  per  cent  of  the  qualified  students  vote. 
Many  constitutional  amendment  proposals 
have  died  because  the  requisite  50  per  cent 
of  the  studentbody  could  not  be  aroused 
enough  to  visit  the  polls. 

Also  the  studentbody  is  capricious.  Even  if 
enough  students  were  to  vote,  it  cannot  be  as- 
sumed that  such  a constitution  would  be  ap- 
proved. 

If  a widespread  program  for  revamping  the 
constitution  is  not  instituted  in  the  near  fu- 
ture, hope  for-  the  project  reaching  fruition 
during  the  1955-56  academic  year  is  dim.

Write-in  Voting 


Primary  elections  for  the  slate  of  Freshman 
candidates  for  next  week’s  final  elections  for 
frosh  offices  will  end  todday.  Freshman  voters 
have  their  final  chance  to  assure  that  the 
names  of  the  most  suitable  candidates  appear 
on  the  ballot  next  week. 

Brigham  Young  Universtiy’s  more  than 
eighty  per  cent  participation  record  in  student- 
body  elections  last  spring  quarter  was  greatly 
aided  by  the  Freshman  class.  * However,  the 
Freshman  class  participation  in  its  ov/n  class 
elections  last  fall  was  lower  than  it  was  in  the 
subsequent  record-breaking  studentbody  elec- 
tions. 

If  frosh  this  week  show  a lively  interest  in 
their  elections,  it  may  be  a suggestion  that 
last  year’s  studentbody  election  voting  record 
may  be  broken  this  spring. 

An  important  thing  for  freshmen  to  remem- 


ber is  that  the  ballot  contains  a place  for 
write-in  votes.  This  means  that  the  name  of 
any  person  in  the  Freshman  class  may  be 
“written  in”  for  any  of  the  offices.  Write-in 
votes  may  be  cast  both  in  the  primary  and 
final  elections. 

The  write-in  vote  gives  the  dissatisfied  elec- 
torate the  opportunity  to  elect  persons  not  in- 
cluded on  the  ballot,  and  several  elections  in 
recent  Brigham  Young  University  have  pro- 
vided high  officers  by  the  write-in  method. 

Organized  campaigns  may  be  carried  on  by 
supporters  of  write-in  candidates.  However,  it 
is  always  wise  to  be  advised  of  elections  com- 
mitte. rules  for  campaigning. 

Intelligent  voting  is  a good  habit  for  univer- 
sity students  to  form,  and  the  Freshman  class 
is  a good  place  to  learn  them.

How  Fast  is  Smog?  . . , 

Campus  Physicists  Answer 
Wind  Measurement  Query

This  question  has  been  suc- 
cessfully answered  by  physicists 
of  Brigham  Young  University  in" 


Electric  Shaver  Repairs  . .

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their  research  project  attempt- 
ing to  determine  wind  speed 
■measurements  with  the  use  of 
an  instrument  called  the  therm- 
istor bead  anemometer. 


This  type  of  anemometer  is  a 
fugged  yet  sensitive  instrument 
weighing  less  than  one  half 
ounce. 

This  instrument  has  been  as- 
sembled after  two  years  of  re- 
search at  this  University.  The 
project  was  sponsored  by  the 
Office  of  United  States  Army 
Ordnance  located  in  Durham, 
N.C.,  and  was  completed  at  a 
cost. of  $21,000. 

The  findings  of  this  project 
concern,  wind  speed  measure- 
ments and  how  these  speeds 
vary  with  temperature,  humid- 
ity, smoke,  and  fog.  It  has  been 
found  that  temperature  and  fog 
have  great  effect  upon  the  read- 
ings of  the  bead  anemometer. 
The  presence  of  water  vapor 
and  dust  in  the  air  - have  very 
little  or  no  effect  on  the  meas- 
urements. 

Tests  were  made  on  wind 
speeds  in  temperatures  from  -50 
degrees  to  140  degrees  centi- 
grade and  humidities  from  0 
per  cent  to  100  per  cent  satur- 
ation. 

The  thermistor  bead  anemom- 
eter will  find  practical  use  in 
many  laboratories  and  indus- 
tries which  need  information 
concerning  the  speed  of  small 
drafts  and  heavy  winds. 

Dr.  Wayne  B.  Hales,  chair- 
man of  the  Physics  Department, 
has  worked  with  four  graduate 
students  in  the  completion  of 
this  project.  These  students  arc 
Duane  O.  Miles,  Billings,  Mont.; 
Daniel  Decker,  Snowflake,  Ariz.; 
Lawry  Mann,  Portland,  Ore.; 
and  Walter  Smit,  Napa,  Calif. 

Smit  is  continuing  this  re- 
search and  will  perfect  the  in- 
strument so  that  it  will  measure 
wind  directions  as  well  as  wind 
speeds.

IOC  Cancels  Unit  Violation  Trial 


Plans  to  Start  Enforcing  Statutes 


TAUSIGS  WILL  not  be  tried 
on  the  rush  violation  charge 
scheduled  to  be  brought  before 
the  Inter-Organizational  Coun- 
cil Monday  night,  Karl  Snow, 
IOC  president,  anounced  on 
Wednesday  night.  Snow  said 
that  under  the  present  constitu- 
tion IOC  is  not  authorized  to 
sit  as  a court,  and  no  penal 
court  has  been  organized  this 
year. 

The  only  resource  now  open 
to  IOC  would  be'  to  vote  as  a 
body  to  censure  Tausigs  for  the 
violation,  Snow  said. 

“WE  RECOGNIZE  the  fact 
that  we  haven’t  been  operating 
as  the  constitution  provides.  It 
definitely  provides  for  a penal 
court  and  no  other  means  of 
trying  violations,”  Snow  said. 
He  pointed  out  that  even  if  IOC 
were  to  organize  a Penal  Court 
immediately  the  time  limits  set: 
for  bringing  trial  would  have 
expired  before  Tausigs  could  be 
tried.  Trial  must  be  within  16 
days  after  charges  are  filed. 

TAUSIGS  WERE  charged  at  I 
the  last  IOC  meeting,  Oct.  31,! 
with  violating  the  rush  rule 
which  makes  it  illegal  to  invite 
non-afiliates  to  any  unit  func- 
tion other  than  rush  parties  or 
invitational.  Trial  by  IOC  body 
was  scheduled  for  Monday  night.
